Both dogs belonged 
to Mrs. Joan Craggs of 
Millers Road, Sea- 
holme. 


From car 
Tarweena had twice 
saved the life of Mrs. 
Craggs’ daughter Julie 
— once by hanging on 
to her bathers when 
she was in difficulties 
in the water at St. 
Leonards and another 
time when she rode her 
bike onto the street. 
Tarweena sensed the 
danger of the five-year- 
old venturing across 
the road in the path of 
an oncoming car and 
barking loudly, leapt 
madly at the driver’s . 
door. 
The driver stopped. 
He had not seen Jutie, 
who by this time had 
run into the stationary 
car. . 

Mrs. Craggs said 
there had been sight- 
ings of seven snakes 
near Cherry Lake last 
week and another five 
had been killed.

A dog does not suffer 
any agony when bitten 
by a tiger snake. The 
poison spreads rapidly 
through the body and 
the tell tale signs of 
snake bite are dilation 
of the eyes, trembling 
and a weakness in the 
hind quarters. 

If a dog is not treated 
almost straight away 
with the serum, it will 
die of respiratory fail- 
ure, 

+ It can take one or 
two weeks for all the 
symptoms to disappear. 

Tarweena’s death 
was most probably due 
to a bite on her tongue, 
although she had been 
bitten five times by the 
snake.
